BOSTON, April 13.—A wind velo- 
city of 231 miles an hour was re- 
corded at the top of Mount Wash- 


ington in New Hampshire yester- 
day by weather observers. 

Albert Sise of Brookline, 
communicates hourly with the ob- 
servatory atop the mountain by 
short wave ra‘iio, said the observ- 
ers told him they believed the re- 
cording was the highest ever offi- 
cially made in the world. The wind 
attained this velocity at 1:20 p. m. 
in a gust’ of a wild Easterly gale. 
It was recorded on an anemometer 
tested by the Bureau of Standards 
in Washington. The anemometer 
was under the charge of Salvatore 
Pagliuga, official observer for the 
observatory. 

The greatest wind velocity re- 
ported to the weather bureau in 
Boston was 188 miles an hour.

WASHINGTON, Aprii 13—The 
Senate today’ voted, 41° to 34, to 
make all income tax returns sub- 
ject to public inspection. 

It adopted an amendment to the 
revenue bill by Senator La Follette 
(Rep.), Wisconsin, to this end after 
contentions were made that such 


a policy would serve to minimize 
tax-dodging. 

The proposal would. make re- 
turns “open to public examination 
and inspection” and would make it 
mandatory that rules be promul- 
gated by the Secretary of the 
Treasury and approved by the 
President to permit this. 

“The real purpose of this amend- 
ment is to increase the honest rev- 
enue to the Government,” said Sen- 
ator Norris (Rep.), of .Nebraska, 
adding that secrecy reduces tax 
collections. 

Senator Murphy (Dem.), of Iowa, 
opposed the amendment on the 
ground it “destroys all privacy of 
an individual.”

“When I went to Albany as Gov. 
Roosevelt’s secretary in 1929 I 
thought I could continue my law 
practice in Calicoon,” he _ said. 
“When I determined that this was 
physically impossible — sometime 
in 1931—I tried to clean up my old 
accounts, amounting to about $14, 
000 due me for legal services. I 
tried to discount the bills at the 
tank without success, The banks 
weren't lending any money in 1931. 
1 told my old: friend Dr. Meyers 
that I'd like to find someone to 
lend me $6000 or $7000 He said 


for me in New York. 

“Three or four months later, I 
reminded him of his promise and 
he said he would fix it up with a 
friend of his, Max Greenberg, the 
manager and owner of the Picca- 
dilly Hotel. I asked him what 
Greenberg wanted for interest. Dr. 
Meyers said that Greenberg didn’t 
want any interest, that he knew 
who I was, and that he’d be con- 
tent if I would stay at the Picca- 
dilly when in New York and rec 
ommend it to my friends. A short 
time later, Dr. Meyers brought me 
the $7000 to my home in Callicoon 
and I gave him 28 notes,.made out 
to Max Greenberg, for $250 each, 
one payable monthly. This was 
about September, 1931. 

“I think I paid two or three of 
the notes and then the banks be- 
gan to fail. My bank in Callicoon 
failed, and a title mortgage com- 
pany I was interested in went into 
bankruptcy. I neglected to make 
any more payments and I didn’t 
hear from Greenberg. We got busy 
with the presidential campaign and 
I didn’t hear any more about the 
notes until last April, when a man 
called me on the telephone in New 
York and said he was the lawyer 
for Greenberg's estate and that my 
notes had been found among his 
papers. He asked me to clean them 
up as soon as possible. 

“I promised I would, but in June 
I came to Washington at a greatly 
reduced salary. Sometime this year, 
a Washington lawyer called: me, 
saying that he had been retained 
to collect the. notes. I told him that 
I would pay him every dollar J 
could spare. I have paid him about 
$400. I am still trying to pay off 
the rest.”

$1,275,326. 

While the cut is 5 per cent, or 
$46,544,817 from the $930,896,530 re- 
ported by Assessor Coale for this 
year, it represents a decrease of 
only 2.65 per cent from the $908,- 
500,830 total valuation of last year. 
The Assessor's figures this year 
was based on @ — reassess- 
ment. 

Thus, in —— with last 
year, the reduction in taxes is $661,- 
689. City taxes will be $420,197 less; 
school taxes, $205,269, and State, 
$36,223: Had the cut not been 
made, city taxes would have been 
$809,879 greater than they will be; 
school taxes, $395,630, and State 
taxes, $69,817, a total of $1,275,326. 

Exchange Wanted 20 Pct. 

Before taking its action today the 
State Board of Equalization heard 
representatives of the St. Louis 
Real Estate Exchange ask for a 
20 per cent horizontal reduction in 
assessments. In the last two years 
there have been two horizontal re- 
ductions, totaling 20 per cent. 

William A. Federer, chairman of 
the tax committee of the Exchange, 
told members of the board that 
property in St. Louis has beer as- 
sessed at as much as 125 per cent 
more than its actual value. The 
sale value of real estate, he said, 
has declined 40 per cent. 

Assessor Coale, who is ex-officio 
chairman of the City Board of 
Equalization, at a meeting yester- 
day offered the resolution for the 
5 per cent cut. It was adopted 
unanimously, subject to approval 
of the State board. Coale and oth- 
er members of the City board are 
appointees of Mayor Dickmann and 
reflected the attitude of the city ad- 
ministration. 

Budget Must Be Cut. 

Comptroller Nolte said the cut 
would mean that the budget would 
have to be scaled down propor- 
tionately. He pointed out that 
budget-making already had been 
complicated by elimination recent- 
ly of the 10 per cent reduction in 
pay of city employes, which will 
increase expenditures by about 
$900,000 annually. The last fiscal 
year ended Monday with a deficit 
of $142,000, compared with a deficit 
the previous year of $1,379,529. 

Due to the conservative method 
by which the Board of Education 
figures its budget, the 5 per cent 
reduction represents a decrease of 
only $176,000 from the estimated 
receipts for the coming school year 
as compared with the tentative bud- 
get taken up last week, Richard 
Murphy, chairman of the board’s 
finance committee, thinks that loss 
can be absorbed without difficulty.

LOCAL RELIEF ROLLS 
UP 20 PCT. IN MARC 


Cost Increased 18 Pct. in Same 
Period, Administrator 
Reports.

WASHINGTON, April 13. — The 
number of .amilies and single un- 
attatched individuals on public re- 
lief rolls in St. Louis increased 25 
per cent from February to March, 
while the cost of relief rose 18 per 
cent, according to figures made 
public today by Relief Administra- 
tor Harry L. Hopkins. 

This compares with an average 
increase of 13 per cent in numbers 
on relief and 20 per cent in the 
cost of relief from February to 
March for 140 cities representing 65 
per cent of the urban population of 
the country. 

A total of 77,548 persons received 
relief in St. Louis during March as 
compared with 60,518 in February. 
The cost of relief in the city rose 
from. $398,851 in February to $470,- 
640 in March. 

Hopkins attributed the large in- 
crease in relief costs for the group 
of cities to the demobilization of the 
CWA, which threw large numbers 
of persons on the relief rolls, to 
large expenditures for coal and 
other fuel during March and to the 
fact that March is a longer month 
than February. 

Peter Kasius, director of Citizens’ 
Committee on Relief and Employ- 
ment, said 57 per cent of the in- 
crease in the number of persons 
sided was due to the progressive 
demobilization of the CWA. The in- 
crease Was virtually all in the fam- 
ily group rather than among unat- 
tached individuals. 


An estimate that 4,700,000 families 
were on relief rolls was made today 
by Hopkins. Families on relief 
e figured at 4,600,000 a year ago 

3,000,000 im October, 1933, just 
before civil works began. Hopkins 
said the increase since last October 
was not ah index to employment 
but merely showed that as time 
passed a greater percentage of the 
unemployed ‘was. med on the rolls.

Flyers Complete Rescue of 
Russians Marooned Since Feb. 
13 When Ship Sank.

MOSCOW; April 23.—Soviet avi- 
ators, after weeks of hardships and 
misadventure, have succeeded in 
rescuing 102 Russian castaways 
marooned: since Feb. 13 on floating 
ice in the Arctic Ocean. 

Flying through storms and mak- 


ing precarious landings on the ice, 
aviators carried the last six mem- 
bers of the Cheliuskin expedition to 
Cape Van Karem last night. Ten 
women and-two children, the first 
to be rescued, were taken ushore 
a month ago. An aviator and a me- 
chanic with the expedition had pre- 
viously reached the mainland in 
their own plane... ... 

Those rescued were members of 
a Wrangel Island expedition which 
was aboard the steamer Cheliuskin 
when it was crushed by the ‘ce and 
sunk Feb. 13. The cemmander of 
the Wrangell Island expedition, 
Prof. Otto Schmidt, was taken 
earlier this week to Nome, Alaska, 
by plane for treatment. It is feared 
he may have pneumonia. 

Fifteen others have been sent by 
dog .team to Cape Wellen, whence 
they will be taken to Providence 
Bay and placed aboard a steamer 
for Khabarovsk or Vladivostok. 
The others will be sent home as 
rapidiy as facilities permit. 

The rescuing of the last members| 
meant that exactly one day less 
than two months after their craft 
sank with the loss of one life all 
of the surviving company had been 
saved by flyers who braved 
zero weather and hazards of a 
erto unexplored route.

WASHINGTON, April 13.—More 
than 200 members of Congress gave 
President Roosevelt a noisy wel- 
come on his return to the Capital 
today from. his Southern. fishing 
trip. 

The unusual reception was led by, 
Vice-President Garner and Speaker 
Rainey, with the scariet-coated Ma- 
rine band providing music. 

Almost 200 members of the House 
marched to the station behind the 
band and a police escort and were 
joined there by more than 20 Sen- 
ators, including two Republicans, 
La Follette of Wisconsin and Nye 
of North Dakota. 

Members of the House in the pro- 
cession included the 
Welch of California and Lambert- 
son of Kansas and Magnus John- 
son, Farmer-Labor, Minnesota. 

The Senators, headed by Garner 
and the two veterans, Fietcher of 
Florida and Sheppard of Texas, 
swung in ahead of the House dele- 
gation to march around the station 
to the track level on which the 
President’s train arrived. 

Gathering at the House side of 
the Capitol an hour before train 
time, many of the Democratic lead- 
ers made brief addresses while the 
marchers were assembling. 

The march was in ranks of four, 
except for the first rank which 
included Speaker Rainey, Repre- 
sentative Byrns of Tennessee, the 
Democratic leader; Representative 
Greenwood of Indiana, Democratic 
whip; Representative Cullen of 
New York, assistant Democratie 
‘whip, and Representative Sabath, 
Tilinois ‘Democrat. 

All except Rainey wore topcoats 
as a protection dgainst the chilly 
wind. The white-haired Speaker, 
however, with a red carnation in 
his lapel and a cigar in his mouth,

Frazier commented: “Cotton 
gamblers are pikers compared with 
wheat gamblers,” and added wheat 
sales on the Chicago exchange last 
year involved more than 20 times 
the wheat production. 

This was the last major contro- 
versy to be settled before the tax 
measure is approved. After the 
Senate gets through with it, it goes 
to a conference with the House to 
adjust Senate additions and sub- 
tractions. 

The Senate raised taxes to a new 
peace-time high on inheritances, 
gifts and corporations yesterday, 
passing ari amendment by’ La Fol- 
lette (Rep.), Wisconsin, 65 to 14. 

Range 1 to 60 Percent. 

The new LaFollette estate, or in- 
heritance taxes, boost the levies on 
large estates and make the range 
1 to 60 per cent as against 1 to 45 
in existing law and 1 to 50 in the 
finance committee schedule, for 
which they were substituted. Ex- 
emptions on gross estates would be 
cut from $50,000 to $40,000. 

The new rates begin on net es 
tates under $20,000, compared with 
$10,000 in: existing law, and grad- 
uate up to 60 per cent on those over 
$10,000,000. 

Taxes paid under this schedule 
are not subject to the 80 per cent 
credit for similar taxes paid to 
states. There are two schedules 
of estate taxes, the present scales 
running from 1 to 20 per cent 
against which the 80 per cent 
credit is allowed and another from 
1 to 45 per cent on which no credit 
is permitted. The LaFollette. sche- 
dule affects only the 1 to 45 per 
cent scale. 

To Meet Expenditures. 
laFollette contended the higher 
levies were needed to meet “ex- 
penditures made necessary in or- 
der to relieve distress and provide 
employment.” 

His gift tax schedule begins at 
three-fourths of one per cent on 
net gifts under $20,000 and’ gradu- 
ates up to 45 per cent on those over 
$10,000,000. The exemption is the 
same as in the estate tax. The 
present law has a tax range of 
from three-fourths of one per cent 
to 33% per cent, with the first 
bracket at $10,000, 

Only 10 Republicans and four 
Democrats opposed the higher in- 
horitance taxes. They were: Bar- 
bour, Goldsborough, Hale, Hast- 
ings, Hatfield, Hebert, Kean, Keyes, 
Metcalf, and Townsend, Republi- 
cans; and Bailey, Byrd, Copeland, 
and Thomas, Utah, Democrats. 

Senator Clark (Dem.), Missouri, 
had planned tentatively an amend- 
ment to tax the income from mil- 
lions of dollars of securities now 
exempt, but it was uncertain wheth- 
er he would put it to a vote.

WASHINGTON, April 13.—The

views and convictions. Later it was 
inserted in the Congressiona] Rec- 
ord in a similar manner. 

“I indulge the earnest hope that 
this will not become a Congression- 
al custom. 

“I never saw this editorial until 
it was published, was not consult- 
ed about it in advance, and had ex- 
pressed no opinion on the subject. 
As a matter of fact, I don’t know 
whether the administration's act 
was precipitate or whether it was

DETROIT, April 13.—Tool and 
die workers ratified strike plans 
last night. FPicketing started at 
midnight when the Automotive 
Tool and Die Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation, an organization of job shop 
operators, refused demands for a 
20 per cent pay increase and a 36- 
hour week. 

The strike does not affect tool 
and die workers. employed in the 
automotive industry proper but only 
those in the job plants. 

In a few cases job plants which 
negotiated separate agreements 
with their employes were excepted. 
Most of these exceptions were inde- 
pendent shops not affiliated with 
the manufacturers’ association. 
The strike was called by the Me- 
chanics’ Educational Society of 
America, the too] and die workers 
union which says it has 22,000 mem- 
bers in the Detroit area. 

General secretary Matthew J. 
Smith says the society has 5000 tool 
and die workers in the job shops, 
but not all of these are included in 
the walkout due to satisfactory 
agreements in some case.. 

Smith said six more tool and job 
plants had made individual agree 
ments with their employes, making 
18 of the 62 members of the Manu- 
facturers’ Association freed of the 
strike affects. 

Industrial circles appeared less 
concerned over the tool and die 
strike than over @ general under- 
current of unrest in the motor in- 
dustry. New developments included 
the demand on manufacturers by 
Pontiac locals for a 30-hour, five- 
day week with a minimum wage of 
60 cents an hour for unskilled labor. 
This demand ignored the National 
Automobile Labor Board.

Chairman Rayburn (Dem.) Texas 
in announcing that the group had 
extended for more than a full year 
the registration of secur'ties provi- 
sion, said it was done to allow cor- 
porations that time in which to ad- 
-just themselves to the require- 
ments. 

Under the bill as now written, 
the corporations would be allowed 
only until April * 1935. This was 
extended to July 1, 1935. This ap- 
| plies to both listed and unlisted se- 
curities. 

The committee then approved the 
section which provides that the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission may issue 
regulations requiring the registra- 
tion of securities by July 1, 1936. 
It also directs the commission to 
make a study of trading in un- 
listed securities upon exchanges and 
to make recommendations to Con- 
gress before Jan. 3, 1935. 

Thé House Subcommittee aban- 
doned its intention to estab- 
lish margin requirements by law 
and instead decided to delegate 
this power to the Federal Reserve 
Board. It recommended that 45 per 
cent of the current market value 
of the issue purchased be required 
as collateral. This however, would 
not be binding on the board. 

The committees of the two 
branches of Congress are still out 
of harmony however, on where to 
place control of the Stock Ex- 
change. The House bill would leave 
it to the Federal Reserve Board 
and the Féderal Trade Commission. 
The Senate changes, as instituted 
by Senator Glass, would establish 
a new commission to administer the 
act. 

A Compromise Course. 

The House subcommittee revi- 
sion Was a compromise steering a 
deft course between the demands 


|of Wall street that margin require- 


| ment be made less severe, and the 


wishes of those who, urging strict 


regulation, asked specific statutory 
minimums be set. 

The bill's margin section has 
furnished more dispute than any 
other section of the bill. As first 
written it would have fixed an un- 
changeable minimum of 60 per 
cent with an optional arrange- 
ments somewhat less severe. 

A subsequent revision of the bil! 
by its authors, technical experts 
from the executive departments, in- 
cluded a provision retaining the 
60 per cent figure, but authorizing 
the Reserve Board to increase it if 
it thought such action justified, or 
in emergencies to reduce it. 

The change made by the House 
subcommittee, in effect consisted 
in the elimination of the “emer.

WASHINGTON, April 13.—Secre- 
tary of the Interior Ickes said yes- 
terday that Dr. William A. Wirt 
had asked for Public Works funds 
with which to develop a lake Mich- 
igan beach section, but the Gary 
(Ind.), educator denied that he or 
anyone connected with his corpora- 
tion had made such a request. 


Ickes said the project was a $2] 


000,000 one, to be built on land 
owned by Dune Acres, Inc,, of which 
Wirt was president, and was to 


have been equipped with “merry- 
go-rounds, yacht harbors and tow- 
ers.” 


A short while after Ickes had 
told reporters this, Wirt, who told 
a.House committee Tuesday there 


iwere “revolutionary” plots within 


the Administration, issued a state- 
ment which said: 

“No one connected with Dune 
Acres, Inc., is directly or indirectly 
connected with the company which 
asked for public works money. I 
never mentioned the subject to any 
Federal or State official.” — 

The project had been submitted 
to the Public Works Administra- 
tion, Ickes said, by Porter County, 
Ind., which had an option on the 
property, located within a short dis- 
tance of Chicago. The option was 
on 2000 feet of Lake Front. 

Wirt’s Reply to Ickes. 

Ickes said Wirt was “quite will- 
ing” to use “Communistic money” 
for an individualistic enterprise, 
and added that the educator made 
several visits to the Public Works 
Administration to urge approval of 
the project although it had been re- 
jected by the Indiana Public Works 
advisory borad. 

In his statement, Wirt did not 
say whether he had visited the 
Public ‘Works Board here, but de- 
clared: 

“I have not been interested and 
no one else connécted with Dune 
Acres, Inc., referred to by Secre- 
tary Ickes had been interested, in 
securing any money from any 
Federal, State or local government 
for any sort of project. 

“This was not a money-making 
project, but we hoped to make it 
self-liquidating by leasing resider- 
tial lots on parts not desirable for 
park purposes. 

“No Promotion Fees.” 

“No promotion fees, no dividends 
whatsoever have been paid and 
only absolutely essential salaries 
have been paid for operation and 
development of the area. 

“Last December some people in 
Porter County proposed to develop 
with the aid of Federal funds a 
club house and yacht basin, with 
recreation features on a part of 
this property. They ‘asked Dune 
Acres, Inc., for an option. This we 
gave for 60 days.” 

In referring to the Virginia din- 
ner party at which Wirt said he 
heard talk of “Kerensky” and 
"Stalin,” Ickes “said “Dr. Wirt is 
a good ventriloquist.” 

Ickes added that the educator 
seemed able “to make words come 
out of a mouth when they don’t 
come out,” and suggested the im- 
position of a rule at Washington 
dinner parties that guests should 
be “deaf and dumb.” . 


Reed Demands Retraction. 


The Ickes statement was made 
about the time’that James A. Reed, 
counsel for Wirt, and others de- 
manded that Representative Bul- 
winkle (Dem.) of North Carolina, 
retract his statement that Wirt was 
put in jail during the war for pro- 
German activities. 

Bullwinkle made this charge on 
the House floor Wednesday. Later 
he qualified it in the Congressional 
Record. 

This did not satisfy Reed, former 
Senator from Missouri, or Repre- 
sentative McGugin, of Kansas, a 
Republican on the committee 
headed by Bulwinkle which held 
a hearing on Wirt’s charges. 

Reed sent a letter demanding an 
apology from Bulwinkle to the lat- 
ter’s office. The Representative 
had’ gone, members of his office 
staff said, to North Carolina and 
would be away several days. 

“You have done Dr. Wirt an irre- 
mediable wrong and an incalcul- 
able injury,” Reed wrote. “One 
thing you can still do, which will 
in some. degree mitigate the injury. 
You can upon the floor of the 
House retract every reflection you 
have made upon Dr. Wirt, and you 
can apologize to him and to the 
House for your statement.” 

Says Bullwinkle Changed Remark. 

Representative McGugin said 
Bullwinkle had asserted the com- 
mittee was not prosecuting Wirt 
ahd that Bulwinkle added it it had

The light cotton rope 
by which the target was being 
towed snapped and Ennis’ plane 
went free. 

As soon as he could extricate 

himself, Cloud jumped free and his 
parachute gepened satisfactorily. 
Wehle and Montgomery saw him 
land on the water, but in a few 
minutes both the pilot and the plane 
had disappeared.

Cloud re- 
ceived from President Roosevelt the 
Herbert Schiff memorial *trophy 
awarded annually to the squadron 
with the largest. number of flying 
hours without accident to person- 
nel or materials.

“Do we exhibitors dictate - the 
type of pictures we want, as many 
of the producers claim?” demanded 
Vincent, who lives in New York.

New High record With 18.5 
Pct. of Population Receiv- 
ing Assistance. 


The volume of families and indi- 
viduals on relief rolls in St. Clair 
County has mounted to a new pe 
Miss Claudine Rodgers, executive 
secretary of the St. Clair County 
Emergency Relief Committee, a di-. 
vision of the Lllinois Hmergency 
Relief Commission, said yesterday 


that during March 29,049 persons 
from 6427 families “were receiving 

direct and work relief and that this 
month 36,160 persons from 8000 fam- 
flies would be on the relief rolis. 
The March total represents 18.5 per 
cent of the population. 

The increase in relief rolis, Miss 
Rodgers explained, is to be account- 
ed for by suspension of CWA work. 
About 1280 additional families, or 
1920 persons, were thrown onto 
state aid, and these will be cared 
for when their CWA wages have 
been exhausted. In November last, 
when the CWA was set in opera- 
tion, 2856 families were taken off 
the state relief lists. 

PWA projects for which loans 
are being sought or have been ob- 
i tained will relieve a large portion 
of the aid burden, Miss Rodgers 
said. These are: The Lake Park 
improvement project, the Cahokia 
Drainage project, and the city 
bridge at the head of Missouri 
avenue. 

Average number of families aid 
since December last is about 6000. 
Average monthly expenditures 
since December have been about 
$138,377. Relief disbursements per 
family for December,-January and 
February were $22.80, $22.60, and 
$22.00, respectively, and for March 
$20.40. About e half of the relief 
funds are supplied by loan grants 
from the Federal Emergency Re 
lief Administration and the other 
half from a $30,000,000 bond issue 
to be retired from the state gaso- 
line tax. 

St. Clair County, over which Miss

Union Head Says If These Are 
Adopted 100,000 Workers 
Will wo Out.

WASHINGTON, April 13.—Har- 
vey C. Freming, president of the 
International Association of Oil 
Field, Gas Well and Refinery Work- 
ers of America, told reporters to- 
day a strike involving 100,000 mem- 
bers of the organization would be 
called “within 48 hours” if wage 
“sifferentials prepared by the plan- 
ning and co-ordinating committee 
of the Oil Code Authority were 
adopted. 
Freming said strike votes were 
“being taken every night” among 
the 118 locals of the union, and 
that the union would demand a 30- 
hour week with 1929 wages. He 
indicated that sentiment of locals 
voting thus far had shown deter- 
mination to stop work if the differ- 
entials were approved.

Left Gold Standard Deliberately. 

“When the United States went 
off the gold basis in April, 1933,” the 
President writes, “we did deliberate- 
ly what many other nations, includ- 
ing Great tain has been com- 
pelled to do against their will. The 
country understood that the dollar 
was just as good a dollar as it had 
been before, and that, mm fact, we 
proposed to make it a more honest 
dollar than it had been during the 
three and a half years of constant 
and growing deflation.” 

The President relates that early 
in April he had begun to be gravely 
worried about the gold reserve in 
the banks of the United States. It 
was true, he says, that we had a 
total stock of gold adequate to meet 
all existing currency and credit 
needs, but in his mind were many 
recent examples “of sudden and un- 
controllable flights of gold caused 
by speculation and fear.” Some 
Americans had begun to export 
their capital becauge of fear, while 
others expected to profit from “un- 
patriotic speculation.” 

Blocking Gold’s Flight. 

“In Europe,” he continues, “in- 
creasing pressure on our gold re- 
serves was exerted by international 
speculators and by banks and in- 
dividuals, who sold American se- 
curities, bought American exchange 
and demanded payment in gold. The 
result was a great increase in the 
ear-marking of gold in New York 
for foreign account, and, probably, 
for actual export. 

“A movement such as this could 
amount almost immediately, we 
believed, to at least half a billion 
dollars. Any acceleration of it 
might well cause us to lose a 
billion or even two billions of cur 
gold reserve. The fact is that dur- 
ing the short suspension of the 
gold embargo in April we lost one 
hundred millions in gold. 

“It was at this point that Secre- 
tary Woodin and I decided that 
the time had come to prevent the 
export of any more gold.” 

In pursuance of this decision the 
President on April 20 issued the 
“very important executive order” 
forbidding the export of gold coin 
or gold certificates. 

He reproduces this order, and 
adds: “Thus we served notice on 
the country and on the world that 
we proposed to maintain our gold 
reserves intact.”

Results of Order. 

_ “T think,” the President writes, 
“that he and I felt very happy be- 
cause we had cut the Gordian knot.

I have to announce 
to you the serious fact that the 
United States has gone off the goid 
standard.’

“That order was the turning 
point. Its result was felt almost 
immediately. American exchange 
weakened in terms of foreign cur- 
rencies; and the price level at home 
went up substantially. Everyone 
realized at last that we were se- 
rious_in our purpose of conserving 
our own financial resources, that 
we proposed to maintain our cur- 
rency, and that at the same time 
we had determined definitely to 
seek an increase in all values.” 

Problem Offered by Debts. 

Continuing, the President says 
that by the spring of 1933 the total 
of the debts of the United States, in 
terms of dollars, was greater than 
the total of its assets. . 

“Two courses,” he explains, “were 
open: to cut down the debts through 
bankruptcies and foreclosures to 
such a point that they would be 
below property. values, or else to 
increase property values until they 
were greater than ‘the debts. 

“Obviously, the latter course was 
the only legitimate method of put- 


without destroying human values. 
We recognized that the ultimate 
goal was far off and that many 
steps would have to be taken to ar- 
rive at that goal. We knew that 
we should have to face unreason- 
able speculation, as we actually 
did later on in June and July. We 
knew that there would be ups and 
downs, but that by keeping the ob- 
jective constantly in mind and by 
using many methods dnd measures, 
we could at least make an honest 
effort to reach the goal.” 
Kind Words for Moley. 

In paying tribute to his “of- 
ficial family,” the President men- 
tions by name his three secre- 
taries, Louis McH. Howe, Marvin 
M. McIntyre and Stephen Early, 
and with them he links Raymond 
Moley, the former Assistant Secre- 
tary of State who retired from the 
administration soon after the Lon- 
don economic conference of last 
summer. 

That Moley is still persona grata 
at the White House, despite the 
clash with Secretary Hull that pre- 
ceded his resignation, is indicated 
by the President’s inclusion of 
him in the group “whose varied. 
services I call upon at any hour of 
the day or night.” 

Special mention is also made of 
Secretary Hull, who is credited 
with the use of “magnificent force” 
in preventing a summary adjourn- 
ment of the London conference aft- 
er the President’s sharp July 2 re- 
fusal to enter into a currency sta- 


bilization agreement with foreign 
nations. 


AGREEMENT ON COTTON BILL

WASHINGTON, April 13.—Con- 
ferees yesterday reached an agree- 
ment on the Bankhead cotton con- 
trol bill which restored it virtually 
to the form in which it passed the 
House. 

The measure’s aim is to limit the 
cotton marketed from the 1934 crop 
to 10,000,000 bales. Only .two or 
three minor adjustments inserted by 
the Senate were retained. Senator 
Bankhead (Dem.), Alabama, who 
will have charge of the conference 
report in the Senate, said he 
planned to call the bill up “not later 
than Monday.” He declared the re- 
port would be approved “without 
difficulty.”

ROME, April 13.—Delegates from 
Argentina opposed today the min- 
imum export price plan being de- 
bated by the International Wheat 
Commission. 

Before the conference is a pro- 
gram recommended by a subcom- 
mittee to boost the value of wheat 
through a minimum export price 
plan, but its details have not been 
disclosed. 

The Argentine delegates—Dr. A. 
Fernandez Beyro and Dr. Tomas A. 
Le Bréton—objected strenuously to 
the, plan, it was understood, and 
were still objecting when the meet- 
ing ended. They opposed it on the 
ground that it would help exports 
theoretically, but said eévasions on 
the part of exporting countries 
would ruin the plan. Even‘if gov- 
ernments adhered to the scheme, 
the South Americans argued, pri- 
vate exporters would not, and gov- 
ernments would find it difficult to 
stop them. A system of interna- 
tional control would be necessitated, 
they continued, which would be ex- 
tremely expensive. 

- Arguments of other delegates to 
the contrary left the Argentine 
spokesmen unconvinced. It was un- 
derstood delegates from other na- 
tions would try to see them pri- 
vately in an attempt to induce them 
to join the majority. ; 

Subcommittee’s Agreement. 

An agreement on a way to estab- 
lish minimum export prices for 
wheat was reached last night by 
eight experts. They said “there is 
a feeling of optimism that it will 
be supported by the World Wheat 
Advisory Commission,” to which 
the subcommittee submitted the 
plan today. 

Previous indications have been 
that the 15 governments represent- 
ed on the commission will be asked 
to refrain from dealings which 
might adversely affect the project, 
to supervise wheat products in a 
manner similar to that employed 
on wheat and grain exports, and 
to set flour prices on a percentage 
basis with reference to correspond- 
ing types of wheat. 

Proposal by France. 

Meanwhile, the commission de- 
cided to place on record without 
recommendations the reports on a 
French proposal that nations re- 
ceiving advantages by the curtail- 
ment of wheat crops in importing 
nations—such as France—should 
grant special privileges to indus- 
trial exports of these nations. 

In the case of France, this scheme 
would mean that the United States, 
Canada and Argentina would ac- 
cord privileged entry to French 
perfumes and wines—and perhaps 
nther goods—in exchange for a re- 
duction in the French wheat crop. 

Simultaneously negotiations were 
proceeding quietly on another .ront 
in the many-sided assault on low 
wheat prices. American, Canadian 
and Australian delegates agreed .n 
principle that an additional -xport 
quota, increasing the allotment 
fixed by international accords in 
London last August, should. be 
granted Argentina for the next 
wheat year beginning Aug. 1. 

The delegates said they expected 
to have no difficulty in reaching a 
compromise. 

Although the consensus was the 
commission would accept the mini- 


mum price plan as an important 
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step toward rehabilitating agricul- 
ture and helping all recovery efforts 
along, much speculation was accord- 
ed the probable attitude toward it 
of Argentine representatives. They 
are known to be skeptical on the 
ground that it may not be possible 
to apply the plan without numer- 
ous evasions. 


French Get Instructions. 

French delegates returned to 
Paris yesterday to confer with their 
Government. They will not be pres- 
ent when plan is placed before the 
commission, although they were the 
first formally to propose the mini- 
mum export price. They will re- 
turn here tomorrow or Monday. 

It was believéd that the subcom- 
mittee had two choices—a direct 
plan for a minimum price by a 
price-fixing agreement among the 
governments, or an indirect :lan of 
regulating export quotes to the de- 
mand in such a way as not to force 
up the quotations.

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AT LONG LAST.

Mayor Dickmann has described the opening of the 
Municipal Auditorium and Community Center, which 
will occur tomorrow, as St. Louis’ “greatest civic 
event since the World’s Fair.” From the standpoint 
of what the mammoth new structure on the Memo 
rial Plaza promises to do for the community, this is 
not an extravagant statement. The fine arts, and 
civic life as well, turn a page that is also the begin- 
ning of a new chapter. Music, the drama, the dance, 
pageantry and art will be able to extend their cultur 
al influences farther than ever before. So, too, do 
public discussion and exhibitions of industria’, com. 
mercial and scientific progress stand to reach wider 
audiences than they have hitherto known in St. 
Louis. Provided for in the $87,000.000 bond issue, 11 
years ago, the Auditorium is the crowning achieve 
ment of that historic expression of faith in the fu 
ture. It originated with the people, they made it pos 
sible, it belongs to them. It is theirs to use for en:

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POLITICS ROUTS AN OPERA.

Pirandello’s offense was that he wrote the opera 
around his usual themes: that truth is elusive, that 
life is vanity and illusion (in which he has ancient 
precedent in Ecclesiastes), that the human identity 
may be a baffling problem. All this, according tc 
Mussolini’s official mouthpiece, Zl Popolo d'Italia, is 
anti-Fascist. “After the glorious and victorious revo 
lution,” says this journal, “the Italians must know 
and do know what is their faith and the truth in 
which they are to bélieve.”

The President Returns 


and the President has returned to 

Washington, it is possible to attend to 
the things that really matter. At the mo- 
ment, nothing compares in importance with 
the fact that the President’s control of the 
recovery program is threatened by various 
coalitions of special interests. 

The heart of that program has been the 
concentration of financial authority in the 
hands of the President. Since last March, 
he has possessed powers which formerly 
were exercised in part by Congress, in part 
by the Federal Reserve System, in part by 
private financial interests. Mr. Roosévelt 

was made master of the Government bud- 
get and the master of the sources of money 
and credit. The purpose of this concentra- 
tion of power was to put an end to dead- 
lock and cross-purposes, and to use the 
whole financial power of the nation to over- 
come the crisis. — 

+ * « 


It is to this policy that we owe all the re- 
covery that we have, over and above what 
we might have had if nature had been al- 
lowed to take its course. Because he had 
all the power in his hands, the President 
has been able to restore public and private 
credit, to raise prices, and to revive employ- 
ment, and to carry the country through one 
of the worst storms in its history. Without 
this concéntration, it could not have been 
done. The budget could not have been -put 
in order without the Economy Act. With- 
out the budget in order, the dollar could 
not have been revatued or the great expendi- 
tures for relief financed successfully, or the 
banks set back on their feet. Without the 
great powers he has possessed, he could 
never have acted quickly, flexibly, on many 
sectors at once, and according to a coher- 
ent plan If every move which has been 
made had had to be debated in Congress, or 
worked out by persuading Wall Street, there 
would have been no recovery program. 

It is the President’s ability to continue to 
apply a unified and flexible financial policy 
which is in jeopardy. The first attack upon . 
thé program was the overriding of his veto 
on the additional compensation to veterans. 
By this action, his contro] of the budget was 
tmpaired. Since that time, there has been 
a series of measures proposed, al) of which 
have one common characteristic; they would 
take away from the President some impor- 
tant part of his financia] authority.

The President’s leadership and authority 
are vital to the program. He alone can 
make its parts fit together. He alone can 
in the national interest override pressure 
groups. He is in a position to know prompt- 
ly how the program needs to be modified as 
circumstances change. He alone provides a 
rallying point of confidence for the whole 


nation,

It is one thing to criticise his policies. It 
is quite another thing to impair his author- 
ity. The crisis is still too closely behind 
us to justify the taking of any chances with 
a weakening of his authority by letting the 
log-rolling of pressure groups be resumed. 
We are not sufficiently recovered to be able 
te afford the luxury of old-fashioned poli- 
tics, with its organized minorities, its lobby- 
ists and its trading of votes. 

The country would respond, I believe, to a 
vigorous reassertion by the-President of his 
own Jeadership. He can exert it if he will 
devote himself to the essentials, name the 
measures which it is necessary to pass now, 
lay over the measures which can wait, and 
then call upon Congress to transact the im- 
portant business and adjourn. |

Washington Society Finds Am- 
bassador the Perfect Host 
at Reception.

WASHINGTON, April 13.- -The 
high society of official Washington 
just can’t get over the "Red Recep- 
tion”—the name which it now ap 
plies to the magnificent party given 
by Ambassador and Mrs. Troyan- 
ovsky at the Russian Soviet Em- 
bassy Tuesday night. As a topic 
of conversation it continues to 
rival the fantastic Wirt incident. 
What the diplomats and dowag- 
ers expected is not exactly clear.

Russia has maintained diplomatic 
establishments in many countries 
for many years, and no exception 
has ever been taken to their social 
conduct, 
Nevertheless, the first formal 
entertainment extended by the: new 


|Russian Ambassador aroused un- 


precedented curiosity. Eight hund- 
rei guests were received, and it is 
reliably reported that many re- 
quests for invitations had to be re- 
jected. More than 1000 sightseers 
lined the pavements of Sixteenth 
street to see the invited guests. 
Debutantes Wear Red. 
If the guests. expected to find 
Ambassador Troyanovsky arrayed 
in a plain smock and soft leather 
boots, they were disappointed. His 
evening clothes were impeccable. 
Debutantes who arrived in red 
gowns, ordered especially for the oc- 
casion, found Mrs. Troyanovsky in 
a fetching creation of peach. 

The Embassy is a gilded palace 
originally built for one of the Pull- 
mans, and later sold to the old Rus- 
sian Empire. In the days of the 
Czars it was celebrated for its riot- 
ous extravagance.-.The Ambassa- 
dors of his Imperial Majesty, Nicho- 
las II, took great delight in show- 
ing the Americans how to put on 
the dog. 

In those days, Alexander Antono- 
vich ‘Troyanovsky was a fugitive 
from the secret police, hiding in 
caves, and crawling across sentry 
lines at midnight. Tuesday night he 
stood at the head of the grand 
staircase, in the gilded palace ac- 
quired by the now defunct govern- 
ment which had placed a price on 
his head, and received the respect- 
ful salutations of Washington. It 
was a dramatic culmination of .a 
romantic career.

Also Good for Icing—May Be |in 
Combined With 
Coconut. 


One of our letters this week comes 
from a reader who says she is tired 
of using one flavor all the time for 


cake icing. 
Thiat’s easily remedied for there 
are several flavors on the market, 
but why not try fresh orangés now 
or then? 
Good in either icing or filling and 
also may be used in a delicious 
orange butter frosting or combined 
with coconut. 
Butter 


Orange 
Grated rind of one orange. 
Grated rind of one-half lemon. 
One-fourth cup orange juice. 
Two teaspoons lemon juice. 
One egg yolk, unbeaten. 
One-fourth teaspoon salt. 
Three tablespoons butter. 
Three cups sifted confectioners’ 
sugar. 
Add orange and — rind to 
orange juice and allow to stand 10 
minutes. Strain. Combine lemon 
juice, egg yolk, salt, butter and con- 
fectioners’ sugar. Add orange juice 
until of right consistency to spread. 
Beat until smooth. Makes enough 
frosting to cover tops of three nine- 
inch layers or to spread on top and 
sides of 8x8x2 inch loaf. 

Orange Coconut Filling. 
Five tablespoons cake flour. 
One cup sugar. 

Grated rind of one orange. 
One-half cup orange juice. 
Three tablespoons lemon juice. 
Four tablespoons water. 

One egg, slightly beaten. 

Two teaspoons butter. 
One-half cup canned coconut, 
chopped. 
Combine flour, sugar, orange 
rind, fruit juices, water, egg and 
butter. Cook in double boiler 10 
minutes, stirring constantly. Add 
coconut. Cool before spreading. 
Makes enough filling for two nine- 
inch layers. 

Orange Filling. 
One egg. 

Six tablespoons sugar. 
Two and one-half tablespoons 
cornstarch. 

One-half cup water. 

One-half cup orange juice. 
One-half teaspoon grated orange 
rind. 

One tablespoon butter. 

For filling, add sugar and corn- 
starch. Mix well. Add water, juice 
and rind. Cook in double boiler 15 
minutes, stirring frequently. Add 
butter. Cool before spreading on 
cake. 

Orange Icing. 
Seven-eighths cup sugar. 
‘One-fourth teaspoon 
orange. 

One egg white. 

Three teaspoons orange juice, 
One-half teaspoon lemon juice. 
Sprinkling of salt. 

Put sugar, orange rind, unbeaten 
egg white.and orange juice in up- 
per part of double boiler. Beat con- 
stantly with rotary beater while 
cooking over boiling water seven 
minutes. Remove from heat, add 
lemon juice and salt; beat thor- 
oughly and spread on cake.

yoound for the United States from 
Smyrrga, April 14.—Turkish police, { 
as agreed, surrendered Samuel! In- 
sull, fugitive former utilities opera- 
tor of Chicago, into the custody of 
Burton Y. Berry of the United; 
States Embassy staff at Istanbul 
aboard this ship at 10:30 p. m. yes- 
terday. The Exilona weighed 
anchor two hours later and Insull 
was actually on his way back to 
he United States to stand trial on 
harges growing out of the collapse 
of his enterprises. 

Insull was brought aboard by 
Chief Freyzi Bey of Smyrna, the po- 
lice to whom the fugitive had been 


delivered by an escort of seven of- 
ficers who accompanied him from 
Istanbul. Berry met them in thet 
captain’s cabin, signed a receipt for 
Insull’s safe delivery, handed over 
a copy of President Roosevelt's war- 
rant. 
Formalities of Surrender. 

The 74-year-old captive stood by 
during the perfunctory formalities, 
hese over, he was given the free 
dom of the ship. 

Crowds of curious, babbling in 
ange tongues, had. thronged 
fagerly about the customs house to 
see Insull embark in the launch 
which bore him to the waiting Exil- 
ona. Insull plainly did not like that 

He went outside. He wanted 
be alone. |

“I hope to return to Istanbul 
some time.
